fice through Count von.Luxburg, then 
German minister to 'Argentina, .with 
the object of .concluding peace with 
Germany at any price, so as to permit 
the resumption of business.

dress before the Tri-State Grain and 
Stock Growers' association which open- 
ed here today v/ith farmers from Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, North and South 
Dakota in attendance, H. L.. Bolley, 
state seed commissioner for North Da- 
kota, declared that the farmers are jui- 
tided in demanding that there be few- 
er grades of grain so thst an ordinary 
buyer, with' ordinary facilities 
for 


handling grain, may be reasonably ex- 
pected to use the process successfully. 


Mr. Bolley aaid that all growers and 


officials interested should understand 
that commercial milling grades in no 
sense insure seed quality .because, he 
said, a bulk of wheat may be of no 
grade for milling and yet be a very 
distinctive type of grain to sow. 
The 


tidmbcture alone when reproduced on 
the farm would be quite apt to cause 
entire loss of (rude in the following 
crop, while the loss from disease and 
weed introduction would also be great. 


Bond Law Bad. 


"Now that the .governor of-North 


Dakota has called a special session of 
the legislature, to arrange for 8eed 
and feed grains to aid farmers ,to 
weather tho emergency due to-drouth 
and war conditions," Mr. Bolley con- 
tinued, "I would like to call attention 
to certain inefficient and detrimental 
features of the present county bonding 


law. 
The law makes provisions for 


the is,suing of bonds or warrants by 
Ihc county commissioners for the pur- 
chaso of seed jjrain to be delivered to 
needy farmers, and in a general way, 
it arranged to protect the county as 
against failuro on the part of the 
farmers, but said very little as to what 
quality'of peed was to be furnished, 
and as to what sort of contracts were 
to be made .by the county officials. 
This resulted in a good many cases in 
the delivery of grain to the counties 
at so late a date that there was no op- 
portunity to have it tested to deter- 
mine whether the contract was proper- 
ly filled. 
Often these contracts were 


so loosely drawn that any grain deliv- 
ered wonld have to be accepted, par- 
tieularly\-as to the contracts usually 
called for delivery at a time so late 
that.the ground wai already, waiting 
for.the «««d. 
In some counties farm- 


ers 
were charged an • unreasonable, 


price for seed that was hardly fit for 
feed."

Another Proposed Law Would 


Change System of 


Drafting 


[By the Associated Press.] 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 1C.—At the re- 


quest of(J the war department todny 
Chairman Chamberlain of the senate 
military committee, introduced u bill 
for the registration for military duty 
of all men who Tiave become 21 years 
old since June 5, 1917, when the draft 
lawi went into effect. 


Another bill which Senator Cham- 


berlain introduced at the request of 
the administration would provide for 
furloughing national array men for 
harvesting crops and other'agriculturnl 
duty. 


Another bill would put the quota of 


the states on the basis of available 
men in the first class instead of on 
population. 


Tn determining upon the registration 


of men who have become 21 since the 
draft law was enacted, the war depart 
ment has rejected any plan to raise the 
jige limits of tho draft to take in men 
more than 31. 


Registration of men who have be- 


come of age since the draft law was 
enacted, was referred to in the recent 
report 
of Provost Marshal General 


Crowder, as on,} of the means by which 
a supply of mcn'for the national army 
might be assured without taking those 
who might have otheis dependent upon 
them. 
It could be done, also, the pro- 


vost marshal ceneral pointed out, by 
extending the age limits above the 
present line of 31. 
The war depart- 


ment has adopted the first suggestion. 
It is estimated that it will add about 
700,000" men to the draft availablcs 
each year.

Congressmen have been advised that 


further legislation would be necessary 
to perfect and carry on the draft and 
the passage of Senator Chamberlain's 
bill, with administration support is ex- 
pected-promptly in both houses.

The Money Lenders

HE fate of tho federal farm loan 
act is now in tho hands offc con- 
ference 
committee 
of 
the 
two 


houses of congress. 


Twelve land banks were established 


under the farm ban act and began 
bisincss May .1 last. 
L'p to Dec. 1, 


1D16, a., total of 5219,000,000 in loans 
was applied for by the farmers of the 
country. ' Of this amount the land 
banks had approved of a total of ?J05,- 
000,000. 
But less than ^30,000,000 was 


actually loaned to farmers. 


The federal government was under a 


moral obligation io accommodate the 
farmers who had asked for the addi- 
tional amount, but it could not be done. 
The reason was very plain. 
In order 


to get the money it was necessary to 
sell bonds, with the mortgages on the 
farms, which the government had ap- 
proved as security. These bonds to the 
amount of nearly $30,000,000 were sold 
by New York and Chicago bond houses, 
but these bond houses refused to re- 
new their contract on Dec. 1. 
The in- 


crease in interest rates made the 5 per 
cent farm loan bond an undesirable 
quantity in Wall street. - The result is 
that no mere bonds *ere sold, and the 
farmers are waiting for their mone>\ 


To relieve the situation a bill -was in- 


troduced in congress authorizing the 
secretary of tho treasury to purchase 
not to -exceed $100,000,000 of these 
bonds this year, and a similar amount 
next year. 
This was amended in the 


senate by Senator Weeks, who is heav- 
ily interested in private financial insti-

pany. Its capital stock is to equal the 
value of the railway properties as'.de- 
termined by the valuation board. The 
stock will be held and voted by five 
trustees, whom 'the final ordinance 
-will name. The former railways and 
light company will pet trust certificates 
in return for its equity. 


The stock will be sold to the public 


in $10 shares. Anyone can- buy them, 
and can buy on the installment plan. 
It will be provided that the stock must 
always pay G per cent, unless that in- 
terest cannot be paid without, raising 
the tare above five cents. 


After five years the city may'pur- 


chase the properties at any time by 
paying the par 
value of the capital 


stock, plus a premium of G per cent, 
and assuming all valid debts and obli- 
gations.

A bill of thli character has twice been 
defeated' in legislature because of the 
opposition of farmers, who feel that 
the manufacture of an inferior product 
of cheese would be detrimental to the 
cheese industry 
in 
Wisconsin. Mr. 


Grell will urge the passage of the bill 
on tho ground that most of the pro- 
ducts to be used in the manufacture of 
a skimmed milk cheese are now wasted. 
Skimmed milk cheese can be used as 
a war time product. - 


"So far as I can ascertain, skimmed 


milk cheese can row be manufactured 
in Wisconsin," said C. P. Norgord, com- 
missioner of Agriculture today. Gov. 
Philipp has said that the new cheese 
must be put up in a form which will 
make it impossible to confuse it with 
the product of'American cheese. 


During the -past 
few months Mr. 


Grell has made several visits to Mad- 
ison to present the details of'his skim- 
med milk plan to ,the governor. . He 
says this product . is manufactured in 
other states and that instead of in- 
juring the sale .of Wisconsin cheese 
the manufacture of the new product 
would mean an additional revenue' to 
th'e dairymen and the cheese makers 
of the state. He declares it will fur- 
nish thousands of tons of an edible 
product that now goes to waste through 
lack of manufacture.
